The  94th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry  was 
held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  institution  on  Wednesday,  April  29th, 
1931,  at  4  o’clock. 

Aid.  J.  R.  Beamish  occupied  the  Chair.  The  meeting  was  opened 
with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  E.  Gibson. 

Reports  were  presented  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Rev.  Thos.  H. 
Rogers;  Board  of  Management;  Thos.  Maguire,  Outdoor  Relief;  Mr. 
W.  P.  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  Casual  Ward  Relief;  Mrs.  Arthur  Laughlen, 
Superintendent;  Dr.  Chas.  J.  Copp,  Medical  Advisor,  and  Financial 
Statement  by  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  J.  B.  Duncan. 

A  resolution  adopting  the  reports  and  that  500  be  published  for 
distribution  among  the  subscribers  to  the  work  of  the  House,  was  moved 
by  Thos.  Maguire,  seconded  by  Robt.  Harrison,  and  carried  unanimously. 

A  resolution  was  passed  naming  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;  this  being  moved  by  Hon.  Jos.  Thompson,  and  seconded 
by  Mr.  Thos.  Maguire. 

The  Meeting  was  adjourned,  after  which  a  reception  was  held  in 
the  Assembly  Hall. 


PwEPORT  OF  BOAPvD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

“The  Charities  that  sooth  and  heal  and  bless  are  scattered  at  the 
feet  of  men  like  flowers.” 

As  the  Managers  are  often  asked  what  <the  House  is  and  what  it  is 
doing,  the  following  brief  explanatory  note  is  given  of  its  work. 

The  House  of  Industry  began  in  1837  as  a  result  of  a  public  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  citizens  of  Toronto,  under  whose  control  it  has  been  conducted 
ever  since. 

Board  of  Management  40,  Trustees  15  and  Managers  25. 

All  the  branches  of  the  Christian  Church  are  represented  on  the 
Board,  by  whom  the  city  is  so  faithfully  served.  Many  Members  and 
Ex-Members  of  the  City  Council  give  of  their  time  and  experience  to  the 
efficient  management  of  this,  the  City  Society  for  the  caring  of  the 
poor  and  unfortunate  of  its  people. 

Our  activities  are  directed  to: 

1.  Inmates — While  the  work  carried  on  within  this  House  is  of  much 
importance  where  many  destitute  and  homeless  aged  men  and  women 
are  cared  for  and  kept  in  comfortable  quarters  where  they  rest  the 
remainder  of  their  days  in  comfort. 

2.  Outdoor  Relief — Assistance  given  the  worthy  poor  at  their  homes 
on  report  of  visitors  without  delay  while  looking  for  work. 

3.  Casual — Homeless  men  sheltered  in  our  Casual  Ward.  These 
may  be  residents  or  wanderers  from  outside  points,  but  all  are  relieved 
for  a  period  according  to  the  demands  of  the  case. 
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TREASURER’S  STATEMENT 


There  are  attached  to  this  report  the  Balance  Sheet  as  at  31st 
March,  1931,  and  the  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Statement  for  the  year 
ended  at  that  date,  in  which  are  included  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year  for  comparison. 

The  Balance  Sheet  shows  cash  in  hand  $27,332.82  as  compared  with 
a  balance  in  1930  of  $1,567.82.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  Accounts 
Receivable  of  $95,571.36. 

The  Revenue  Account  shows  Income  of  $780,833.72  an  increase  of 
$469,592.47  over  1930  and  Expenditures  of  $759,217.96,  an  increase  of 
$463,957.27,  or  to  put  it  in  another  way  excluding  Unemployment  Relief 
of  which  this  institution  is  only  the  disburser,  the  income  for  the  year 
is  $134,255.69,  an  increase  of  $11,769.55  over  1930  and  expenditures  of 
$112,639.93,  an  increase  of  $3,396.45.  The  result  of  the  year’s  work 
shows  an  excess  of  Receipts  over  Expenditures  of  $21,615.76.  There  are 
no  special  Building  Repairs  this  year  chargeable  to  Revenue  which 
accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  year’s  surplus. 

$20,000.00  Special  Grant  was  received  from  the  City  of  Toronto 
for  Casual  Ward  Improvements  of  which  $19,305.19  has  been  spent. 

An  amount  of  $4,012.38  was  expended  on  the  installation  of  an 
elevator. 

We  again  desire  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  Coles  Limited 
for  their  generous  donations  from  time  to  time  of  Cake,  Buns,  etc. 

The  City  Dairy  and  Silverwood’s  for  Ice  Cream,  which  was  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  inmates. 

Whyte  Packing  Company  for  their  generous  donations  of  Ducks 
and  Chickens. 

Harris  and  Sons  for  their  generous  donation  of  Butter. 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  Consumers’  Gas 
Company  for  their  generous  gift  of  two  thousand  bushels  of  Coke  for 
distribution  among  the  Outdoor  Poor. 

We  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  great  loss  sustained  by 
this  House  in  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  Dyce  Saunders,  Mr.  Frank 
Maxwell  and  Rev.  L.  Minehan. 

Mr.  Dyce  Saunders  was  appointed  a  Manager  in  1915,  Trustee  in 
1928  and  was  a  valuable  member. 

Mr.  Frank  Maxwell  was  appointed  a  Manager  in  1922  and  gave 
faithful  and  valuable  services  to  this  House. 

Rev.  L.  Minehan  was  appointed  a  Manager  in  1918,  Trustee  in 
1925  and  was  a  valuable  member  and  a  faithful  volunteer  visitor  to 
Outdoor  Relief  Poor. 

The  Board  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  devoted  and 
faithful  services  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  spiritual  welfare  is  well  looked  after  by  ministers  of  the 
various  denominations.  Several  City  Missions  also  have  weekly  ser¬ 
vices  throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  concerts  and  suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends  of 
the  House,  which  contribute  towards  brightening  the  lives  of  the 
inmates. 

The  Board  of  the  House  sincerely  appreciates  the  splendid  co¬ 
operation  of  all  classes  of  workers  and  associations,  and  earnestly  asks 
for  further  interest  and  help  on  the  part  of  all  citizens  generally  in 
carrying  on  this  most  necessary  deserving  work.

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REPORT  OF  WAYFARERS’  LODGE 

1930—1931 

A  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Management  waited 
upon  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Control  last  Autumn 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  statement  respecting  the  inadequate 
position  then  existing  for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  Casual  Poor  to 
be  found  in  large  numbers  every  winter  in  this  city  and  also  to  ask  that 
the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  House  of  Industry  to  enable  it  to  deal  effectively  with  that  branch 
of  its  work.  As  a  result  of  this  conference  and  information  subse¬ 
quently  laid  before  them,  the  City  Council,  in  October  last,  with  praise¬ 
worthy  liberality,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  the  above  sum 
for  the  purpose  of  renovating  and  furnishing  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge  and 
thus  making  further  provision  for  this  class  of  the  community.  Many 
persons  of  the  class  named  are  debarred  from  the  Society  of  others  on 
account  of  the  filthy  condition  both  of  clothing  and  persons.  The 
cleansing  operations  at  the  House  restore  to  the  Casual  the  sense  of 
personal  freedom  as  well  as  a  certain  amount  of  self  respect. 

By  direction  of  the  Board,  all  Wayfarers  from  outside  municipali¬ 
ties  and  all  homeless  poor  of  the  city  were  permitted  to  remain  in  the 
Ward  continuously  where  necessary  during  the  winter  months,  upon 
presentation  of  a  registration  card  issued  by  the  Civic  Unemployment 
Belief  Committee. 

Upon  admission  to  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge  each  Casual,  after  he  has 
had  his  supper  must  take  a  warm  bath  and  is  provided  with  a  clean 
night  robe  and  comfortable  bed.  Breakfast  is  served  at  7  a.m.  and 
work  begins  at  8  o’clock. 


HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO 

The  number  of  Toronto  citizens  who  found  shelter  at  the  Way¬ 
farers’  Lodge  during  the  year,  April,  1930,  to  April,  1931,  was  2,812, 
being  an  increase  of  282%  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Toronto  Homeless  Poor  were  cared  for  continuously,  where 
necessary,  during  the  winter  months.  The  number  sheltered  for  the 
three  consecutive  years  was  705,  737  and  2,812. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  53,347. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was  15,774, 
and  average  of  5.60  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year,  or  33%  of  the 
total  nights. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $5,400.18. 


POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTIES 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  city  and  found 
shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  5,963.  Total  number  for  the  three  consecutive 
years  being  2,575,  3,040  and  5,963. 

The  total  number  of  nights  to  this  class  was  31,795,  or  an  average 
of  5.33  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year,  or  67%  of  the  total  nights. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  was  108,853. 

Cost  of  maintenance  was  $10,800.38. 

Therefore,  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  last  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  municipalities 
was  8,775,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  3,280,  3,777 
and  8,775. 
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Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  sheltered  during  the  year  was 
8,775  and  the  total  number  of  nights  was  47,569. 

The  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $16,200.56. 

For  the  three  consecutive  years,  the  cost  was  $8,503.33,  $13,478.64 
and  $16,200.56. 

One  thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  returned  single  young  men 
were  sheltered  in  the  Lodge  during  the  year  6,783  nights  and  received 
19,551  meals  at  a  cost  of  $1,042.72  (included  in  Homeless  Poor  of 
Toronto). 

Meals  supplied  are  as  follows: 

Breakfast — Bread  and  butter  and  tea,  oatmeal  porridge,  sugar  and 
milk. 

Dinner — Meat  stew,  bread  and  tea,  rice  pudding  with  sugar. 

Supper — Bread  and  butter  and  tea,  marmalade,  jam  or  honey,  fried 
potatoes  or  macaroni. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  Casuals,  including  those  who 
slept  in  the  Ward  and  those  who  came  in  for  meals  only  was  182,261 
at  a  cost  of  5  1/3  cents  per  meal. 

The  average  daily  number  of  Casuals  in  the  building  during  the 
three  winter  months  (January,  February  and  March)  was  178. 

The  Casuals  came  from  coast  to  coast. 

Nationalities — English,  2,108;  Irish,  779;  Scotch,  1,046;  Canadian, 
2,427;  Others,  2,415,  making  a  total  of  8,775. 

We  wish  to  record  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  Chief  Draper  and  his  staff,  also  the  staff  of  the  Civic  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Relief  Committee. 

A  large  number  of  able-bodied  men  refused  to  work  in  return  for 
shelter  and  meals  and  a  few  were  in  consequence  brought  before  the 
Magistrate  by  Chief  Draper  and  sentenced  to  a  term  in  jail,  this  action 
effectively  improving  the  conduct  and  demeanor  of  those  being  cared  for. 

At  the  request  of  His  Worship,  The  Mayor,  Casuals  were  admitted 
until  11.30  p.m. 

All  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  have  given 
faithful  and  satisfactory  service.

OUTDOOR  RELIEF  REPORT

“Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor.” 

Never  in  its  history  has  the  House  been  put  to  so  severe  a  test  in 
relieving  the  wants  of  the  indigent  poor  of  the  city  as  it  was  during 
the  year  that  is  just  past  the  winter  of  1930  and  1931. 

The  work  of  this  Department  consists  of  assistance  given  to  families 
in^  their  homes.  Owing  to  the  depression  in  the  labor  employing  indus¬ 
tries  the  number  of  unemployed  was  very  large.  Many  people  have 
required  assistance  who  never  knew  what  it  was  to  be  in  real  .want 
before.  The  aim  of  the  House  of  Industry  has  always  been  to  give 
assistance  in  the  simplest  and  most  direct  way  and  free  from  unneces¬ 
sary  regulations  while  care  is  taken  to  protect  the  House  against  impo¬ 
sition  and  fraud.  Every  known  case  of  need  requires  careful  considera¬ 
tion  and  sympathetic  treatment  at  its  hands.  We  have  never  approved 
of  undue  publicity  in  carrying  on  our  relief  work  and  have  endeavored 
to  treat  all  applications  and  reports  of  our  investigators  as  confidential 
so  that  those  whom  misfortune  has  compelled  to  ask  for  assistance  may 
accept  it  without  the  loss  of  their  self  respect. 


s.: 
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All  applications  made  for  relief,  personally  or  by  any  one  interested 
in  a  case,  receive  prompt  and  immediate  attention,  assistance  being 
given  without  delay  and  investigation  made  by  one  of  our  trained  in¬ 
vestigators.  In  cases  of  sickness  and  great  destitution  food  and  fuel 
are  delivered  within  an  hour  or  two  after  the  attention  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent  has  been  drawn  to  the  case.  Great  care  is  taken  to  relieve 
distress  without  embarrassment  to  the  applicant  and  delivery  of  supplies 
are  made  by  truck,  no  parcel  containing  any  distinguishing  mark  upon  it. 

During  the  past  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Public 
Health  Department  to  provide  special  diets  for  diabetics  and  other 
diseases  requiring  extra  nourishment.  This  was  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Control. 

The  number  of  families  receiving  Outdoor  Relief  last  year  was 
11,040. 

Many  letters  of  appreciation  have  been  received  from  applicants 
receiving  Outdoor  Relief. 

The  following  statement  of  families  assisted,  with  cost  of  supplies 
for  the  past  few  years,  may  be  of  interest.

Sickness  in  the  home  was  the  cause  for  assistance  in  565  cases. 

4,682  families  were  assisted  for  the  first  time. 

1,982  families  of  returned  men  received  assistance  at  a  cost  of 
$129,087.66. 

The  cost  of  Outdoor  Relief  for  the  year  was  $719,050.69,  an  average 
cost  of  $65.13  per  family,  as  compared  with  $54.34  the  previous  year. 

There  were  five  investigators  employed  by  the  House  up  to  the  first 
of  November  when  the  numiber  was  increased  to  13  for  the  balance  of 
the  winter  months. 

The  investigators  made  28,741  written  reports,  22,800  being  on 
civilian  cases  and  5,941  on  soldier  oases. 

The  efliciency  of  these  visits  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  501  ap¬ 
plicants  were  refused  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  and  thereby  effect¬ 
ing  a  saving  to  the  city  of  $32,630.13  in  the  year’s  work. 

We  would  also  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  468  liquor  permits 
were  held  by  applicants  for  Outdoor  Relief.  After  careful  investigation 
300  of  these  were  refused  assistance  as  monies  used  for  excessive  pur¬ 
chases  of  liquor  should  have  been  employed  in  purchase  of  food.  We 
wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board  for  their  co¬ 
operation. 

Entire  cost,  salaries  and  overhead  expenses,  $59,891.29  or  8%  of 
all  monies  expended.  The  lowest  administration  cost  known  to  this 
Board  of  any  city. 

The  three  motor  cars  have  been  going  at  full  capacity  to  cope  with 
the  regular  work  and  emergency  cases,  enabling  us  to  give  assistance 
in  all  cases  requiring  immediate  attention  the  same  day  application  is 
made,  as  well  as  permitting  our  investigators  to  report  upon  a  great 
number  of  oases  daily. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  once  again  report  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Medical  Health  Department,  Treasury  Department,  the  Division 
of  Social  Welfare,  Neighborhood  Workers’  Association,  Toronto  Hospi- 
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tals,  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  the  Visiting  House¬ 
keepers’  Association  and  other  agencies  engaged  in  relief  and  social 
work  of  the  city. 

1,980  letters  were  written  to  ditferent  agencies  engaged  in  Social 
Service  work  from  this  office  during  the  year. 

Close  contact  with  other  organizations  interested  in  welfare  work 
is  maintained  to  prevent  duplication,  and  the  staff  were  in  conference 
with  the  following  agencies  in  conducting  investigations:

During  the  year  135,129  grocery  orders  were  distributed,  made 
up  of  2,297,193  packages;  4,251  grocery  orders  were  delivered  where  the 
applicant,  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  was  unable  to  come  for  sup¬ 
plies  in  person. 

There  was  also  delivered  at  the  homes  of  appplicants  8,936  V2  Tons 
of  Coal;  1,232,170  Loaves  of  Bread  (IV2  lb.)  and  2,065,929  Pints  of  Milk. 

The  Superintendent  has  given  her  best  thought  and  consideration 
to  the  work  of  this  Department,  and  the  investigators  and  office  staff, 
under  her  direction,  have  shown  care  and  good  judgement  in  carrying 
out  her  duties  and  in  dealing  with  the  applicants  for  assistance,  all 
making  for  the  successful  administration  of  the  work  of  this  Institution.

As  we  close  our  year  there  are  122  Inmates  in  the  House,  88  men 
and  34  women.  This  is  7  more  than  were  on  the  Register  a  year  ago. 

All  are  aged  people  who  suffer  from  the  infirmities  of  the  closing 
years  of  life,  and  not  able  to  stand  the  wear  and  tear  of  responsibility. 

Most  are  in  receipt  of  pensions  from  the  Government  which  has 
brought  to  them  a  mental  attitude  which  is  happier  than  in  the  days 
prior  to  such  assistance. 

There  is  a  general  spirit  of  happiness  in  the  House,  and  we  have 
had  little  serious  illness. 

Eleven  have  been  transferred  to  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  for 
treatment  necessary  to  their  care,  and  we  have  received  twelve  from 
the  hospitals  in  the  city. 

11  men  and  4  women  have  died.  Death  has  usually  been  due  to 
cardio-vascular  disease. 

At  present  there  is  one  patient  in  each  of  the  Infirmaries  which 
speaks  well  for  the  general  care  and  supervision  of  the  lives  of  our 
Inmates.

I  have  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  your  Board 
and  on  the  instructions  contained  in  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Control,  which  was  held  on  30th  May,  1923,  I  have  made  ah 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  House  of  Industry  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1931. 

I  attach  hereto  the  following  statements: 

Balance  Sheet  as  at  31st  March,  1931. 

Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  year  ended  31st  Pdarch,  1931.

Accounts  Receivable. 

The  Inventories  of  Materials  and  Supplies  on  hand,  as  certified  by 
the  Superintendent,  were  produced  as  of  the  date  of  the  Balance  Sheet. 
These  were  priced  as  of  the  value  on  the  day  of  stocktaking.  There  was 
a  difference  of  $2,537.79  between  the  physical  inventory  and  the  book 
value.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  greater  quantity  of  material 
used  in  the  current  year  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  Investments  were  verified  by  inspection.  Among  the  invest¬ 
ments  is  an  item  at  a  nominal  valuation  of  $1.00  representing  a  $2,000.00 
endowment  in  the  Mary  Pollard  Trust,  the  income  only  of  which  is  pay¬ 
able  to  the  House  of  Industry. 

Lands  and  Buildings  were  taken  into  account  in  1924  at  the  assessed 
value  at  that  time.  The  additions  which  have  been  made  since  have 
been  taken  in  at  cost.  The  addition  made  in  the  present  year  was  a 
new  elevator  at  a  cost  of  $4,012.38. 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  outdoor  relief  in  the  present  year 
over  the  preceding  year  of  $465,405.00  and  an  increase  in  the  Casual 
Ward  relief  of  $7,098.46.  The  funds  for  this  extra  relief  were  provided 
by  the  City  of  Toronto  and  the  Provincial  Government. 

The  surplus  for  the  current  year  is  $21,615.76  as  compared  with 
$15,980.56  for  the  previous  year.  This  surplus  is  reflected  in  the 
increase  of  the  cash  on  hand. 

Depreciation,  as  in  past  years,  has  been  written  off  Equipment,  but 
not  off  the  Buildings. 

The  Revenue  from  Interest  and  Dividends  is  $2,690.10  for  the 
present  year  as  compared  with  $2,804.94  for  the  previous  year,  the 
decrease  being  due  to  the  reduction  of  $103.83  in  the  income  received 
from  the  Mary  Pollard  Trust. 

Accounts  Receivable  have  been  paid  since  the  end  of  the  financial 
year,  with  the  exception  of  $6,000.00  due  from  the  city. 
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The  Casual  Ward  Improvements  which  were  made  in  agreement 
with  the  city,  amount  to  $19,305.19  and  this  amount  will  be  transferred 
to  the  Lands  and  Buildings  Account  on  the  completion  of  the  expendi¬ 
ture  on  the  Improvements. 

All  the  information  and  explanations  I  have  required  have  been 
furnished  and  I  certify  that  in  my  opinion  the  accompanying  Balance 
Sheet  is  drawn  up  properly  so  as  to  show  the  financial  position  of  the 
House  of  Industry  as  shown  by  the  books  at  31st  March,  1931.

INMATES 

“Mercy  is  twice  blessed.” 

The  majority  of  our  Inmates  are  old  and  infirm. 

Two  hundred  Inmates  have  been  cared  for  in  the  Home  during  the 
past  year. 

Only  a  small  proportion  of  the  200  are  able  to  do  any  kind  of 
work.  Those  who  are  able  assist  in  the  work  of  the  House. 

Forty-two  per  cent,  of  the  Inmates,  largely  through  the  granting 
of  Old  Age  Pensions  and  assistance  of  relatives  and  friends,  contribute 
toward  their  support  in  the  House. 

All  who  have  died  have  passed  the  allotted  span,  many  have  been 
for  years  the  subject  of  chronic  and  incurable  diseases  and  it  is  gratify¬ 
ing  to  know  that  their  last  days  were  made  more  comfortable. 

The  Members  of  the  Board  and  friends  held  a  delightful  Christmas 
tree  entertainment  in  the  Assembly  Hall  on  December  19th.  Several 
very  interesting  reels  of  moving  pictures  were  shown.  Each  of  the 
Inmates  received  a  well-filled  stocking  from  Santa  Claus.  The  evening 
was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  serving  of  ice  cream  and  cake  to  the 
Inmates.
